lines will be" until after the 
commission makes its report.

start in Helsinki next Monday 
and the chief U.S. negotiator, 
Gerard Z. Smith, intends to stop 
off at Brussels Friday to brief 
NATO allies.

strategic disarmament and to 
stake out the boundaries for the 
future negotiations.

UN Expected 
to Reject 
Red China

(AP) - The U.N. General As- 
sembly was expected to vote no 
again today on the annual reso- 
lution to seat Communist China 
in the United Nations. 


Peking's chances of winning 


the Chinese seat now held by 
the Nationalists was rated nil 
after several days of lackluster 
debate 
which produced little 


change in basic positions. 


It was the 19th time In 20 


years that the assembly has de- 
bated the China question. But it 
was a far cry from the early 
bouts when the issue was a hot 
one, 
and

through the assembly hall. 


Before the assembly was the 


usual pro-Peking re .solution to 
seat the Chinese Communists 
and expol Chiang Kai-shek's Na- 
tionalists, and the anti-Peking

The vote wa.s expected to run 


about like it did last year, when 
the two-thirds resolution w-is 
approved 73-47 with 5 absten- 
tions, and the admission resolu- 
tion was defeated 58-14 with 2:5 
abstentions. 


The Soviet Union for the first 


fnie did not take part in the -le- 
bate, but delegates from other 
Communist nations made plain 
in their speeches that the Sov.'et 
bloc would vote again for Pe- 
king.

and Canada, Italy and Belgium, 
all three of whom are in the 
process of establishing diplo- 
matic relations with the Chinese 
Communist government.

Turkeys Off 
Holiday 
Market

WASHINGTON (AP) - Thou- 


sands of turkeys found to con- 
tain heptachlor residue may 
have picked up the powerful 
pesticide from land treated for 
control of chiggers, according to 
a g r i c u l t u r e Department 
sources. 


Chiggers, 
the same small 


mites which can cause humans 
to itch after working on lawns, 
are troublesome to turkey grow- 
ers who want a nice, smooth 
bird to sell. 


The department 
announced 


last Friday that 150,000 live tur- 
keys and some four million 
pounds of turkey meat were 
held off the Thanksgiving mar- 
ket after heptachlor residue was 
found in some birds on Oct. 9 at 
a Minnesota processing plant. 


Officials say all contamined 


birds were traced to farms sup- 
plying Arkansas Valley Indus- 
tries, Inc., headquartered in Lit- 
tle Rock. The department said 
the investigation would continue 
to determine how widespread 
the distribution has been. Offi- 
cials said none of the contami- 
nated birds had reached the re- 
tail market. 


Dr. Gilbert H. Wise, head of 


consumer protection 
for 
the 


Consumer and Marketing Serv- 
ice, said Monday he did not 
know for certain how the pesti- 
cide came to be in the turkeys. 


He speculated, however, that 


it was possible they could have 
picked up the heptachlor from 
rangeland used to graze the 
birds. 


Wise would not comment on 


the possibility that heptachlor 
had been used for control of 
chiggers. 
He 
acknowledged, 


however, that the small 
mites 


were a serious problem for poul- 
trymen.

A—No. 
The most com- 


mon withdrawal symptoms 
are increased irritability and 
a diminished ability to con- 
centrate.

ership Conference and one of 53 
persons arrested, would lead to- 
day's noon parade to City Hall. 


Police using tear gas fogging 


machines, dispersed protesting 
crowds after the officers were 
pelted with rocks and bottles 
following the Monday arrest of 
march leaders. 


Today's march would not con- 


flict with a police ban on traffic 
snarling evening demonstrations 
in the city's heart. It would 
follow a Veteran's Day parade 
planned by service groups in 
the city. 


Abernathy and other demon- 


stration leaders were told by 
the police at a barricade at 
Hernando and Beale Street that 
the 
"Black 
Monday" march 


could not proceed because it 
would snarl traffic in the down- 
town area. 


By prior agreement with the 


police the leaders then submit- 
ted to arrest and were loaded 
on a city transit authority bus 
bound for the city jail. All were 
released on bail of $26 each or 
on their own recognizance. 


Both s i d e s had worked 


through the day to avoid a con- 
frontation. The arrests on dis- 
orderly conduct charges were 
devised as a face saver for both 
city officials and the city's coa- 
lition of Negro groups, pressing 
demands for more representa- 
tion in school affairs and recog- 
nition by a hospital of a mainly 
Negro union. 


Most of about 800 persons in 


the line of march left the scene 
after the arrests but some 100 
youthful demonstrators lagged 
behind. Despite efforts of their 
own parade 
marshals, 
they 


turned and headed for a street 
barricade about one-half block 
away.

"It is ... clear that Gremil- 


lion was personally involved in 
the scheme to defraud . . . his 
writing of attorney general opin- 
ions was only one of the many 
services he performed in furth- 
erance of the scheme," the 
Justice Department m o t i o n 
said. 


"In fact, Gremillion was a 


central figure in a scheme to 
victimize the public by fraudu- 
lently selling securities. 


"In the light of Gremillion's 


deep involvement it is patently 
absurd to argue that Gremil- 
lion was merely a disinterested 
public servant called upon to 
issue opinions in the regular 
course of his duties as attorney 
general."

It's a good bet that things 


will be a lot more peaceful 
up there than they are down 
here. 


Some people see little con- 


nection between the protest 
and the space probe but 
others, like Sam Baron, a 
New York University student 
and self-proclaimed' "typical 
all-moratorium boy," read a 
lot more into it. 


"I'll 
be in Washington," 


says Baron, "and I'll be as 
antiwar as anybody. But I'm 
also pro-people, 'and 
that 


means diverting the billions 
we're spending on making 
the moon a better place to 
live to making America a 
better place to live. Bring 
the boys home—from Viet- 
nam and the moon." 


"I've 
h e a r d that argu- 


ment," says Daniel J. Fink, 
general manager of General 
Electric's S p a c e Division, 


"and we're "being squeezed 
Irom the other side. too. The 
government is cutting back 
on spending and the space 
program has been a prime 
target. We're 
in a tough 
spot." 


GE, of course, is just one 


of many c o m p a n i c s with 
more than a passing interest 


in space. But Fink maintains 
that the company is as inter- 
ested in mankind as it is in 
making a buck. 


"Sure, there are plenty of 


unsolved problems here on 
earth." he a d m i t s , "but 
space exploration can help 
solve those problems. Colum- 


bus was l o o k i n g for one 
thing when he set out, but he 
found something else. It's 
the same with the space pro- 
gram." 


Fink feels that the $4 bil- 


lion or so invested in space 
is small potatoes, consider- 
ing what the nation is getting 
in return. 


"We spend more on wel- 


fare, lipstick, just about ev- 
erything," he claims, "with- 
out getting the kind of return 
we get from space explora- 
tion. We've a l r e a d y im- 
proved communication's, ad- 
vanced weather forecasting 
techniques, 
added 
new di- 


mensions to medical technol- 
ogy and made tremendous 
advances in electronics—all 
as a direct result of space 
exploration. 


"Progress over the next 10 


years could make the past 10 
years look like the Modcl-T 
days of space history." 


Maybe, 
but when 
astro- 


nauts Pete Conrad and Alan 
Bean put their footprints on 
the moon Nov. 19, with Rich- 
ard Gordon orbiting over- 
head, a lot of people will be 
wondering if the trip was 
really necessary. 


As Sam Baron says, "I've 


got n o t h i n g against the 
moon, but I live in New 
York. Sometimes the air is 
kind of hard to breathe here, 
too."

Stimulation Of Thought 


Is Important 


O 


ne of the rewards of editor' 
ial writing is reader re- 
action. Whether the "feed* 


back" as one Cleveland tele* 
vision commentator calls it, is 
couched in complimentary terms 
or evokes singeing criticism, the 
writer rejoices because he has 
not been ignored, 


Let me explain, if I may, 


what an editorial is supposed 
to be. 
Ideally, it Is a plain 


spoken expression of opinion on 
any subject the editor deems 
Important and of general inter- 
est. Editorial opinions are based 
upon facts obtained through study 
and research of the subject under 
discussion. 
Ideally, they re- 


present analyses 
based upon 


these facts and offer valid con- 
clusions. 


It is not important that the 


reader agree with the writer's 
reasoning. 
What does matter 


is stimulation of thought. An 
editorial is not written to in- 
struct the reader but, hopefully 
to stir his mental processes. 
Given the same set of facts, 
people constantly arrive at hon- 
est differences of opinion and 
widely varying conclusions. 


Then, too, we have those who 


have prejudged the issue and 
never mind the facts. 
Some 


editors are like that and so 
are readers. We know persons 
who wouldn't vote for a Demo- 
crat no matter how sorry his 
opponent might be. 
And many 


Democrats who feel the same 
way about 
all 
Republicans. 


Others have strong views about 
Teddy Kennedy and Chappaquid- 
dick even though the testimony— 
damning as it may be — has 
yet to be taken. 


Generally speaking, the older 


generation takes a dim view of 
today's youth and often without 
attempting to understand either 
the idealism or motivation of 
youth. 
Nor can one reason 


with prejudice, self-interest or 
religious fanaticism. Often read- 
ers complain about editorials as 
being biased or slanted, forget- 
ting for the moment that they 
are reading opinion and not the 
World Almanac. 


If one doesn't agree with the 


editor's opinion — no matter 
how objectively he has come to 
the offending 
conclusion, 
his 


judgment can easily be dismissed 
by using these 
terms of 
re- 


proach. 
Rare, indeed, is the 


reader who writes: "I don't agree 
with you, and for these reasons, 
but I respect your opinion and 
appreciate your fairness." 


Mostly gone are the days when 


partisan editors smothered the 
facts in an outburst of color- 
ful rhetoric. 
And fewer news- 


papers now first decide upon 
policy, then set out to prove 
it right without prior investi- 
gation of all available informa- 
tion. 


These observations are not 


meant to suggest that we would 
have a better press if it were 
less controversial. 
For a dil- 


igent and investigative press, 
does truly protect the public 
interest by its exposures of both 
public and private misconduct or 
j'iply a corroding inertia in 


vTTiese fields. 


The fact that we do have in 


this country the priceless heri- 
tage of free expression, uncon- 
trolled by government censor- 
ship, provides the strength and 
vitality so essential to the work- 
ings of our democratic process- 
es. 
And let us — if we can — 


keep it that way. — The Char-

Under 
$1.60 


Is Planned

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


high-level Nixon administration 
fight is developing over a pro- 
posal initiated 
in the White 


House to set a special "youth 
wage" below the federal mini- 
mum wage of $1,60 per hour. 


Secretary of Commerce Mau- 


rice H. Stans has endorsed the 
idea, but a spokesman for Sec- 
retary 
of 
Labor 
George 
P. 


Shultz said "he would be op- 
posed to any suggestion that a 
youth wage could be below the 
$1.60 minimum." 


Organized labor also is sure to 


oppose any federal plan to let 
youths work for less than the 
federal minimum. 


"The effect would be to en- 


courage employers to replace 
family breadwinners with kids 
at the lower wage rate," said 
one highly placed labor source. 


"There's nothing wrong with 


that," Stans was quoted as say- 
ing in an interview about the re- 
placing of adult workers with 
youths. 


He reportedly said the idea 


was to set a special, lower wage 
of $1.20 or $1.25 per hour for 
youths and "After they reach, 
say 21, they would get the regu- 
lar minimum wage." 


"Stans speaks for the employ- 


er point of view, while we speak 
for 
the labor point of view," 


said a source close to Shultz. 


However, the labor Depart- 


ment confirmed that a study 
has been underway for some 
time on what impact, if any, a 
lower wage minimum for youths 
would have on youth unemploy- 
ment and unemployment gener- 
ally. 


Latest 
government reports 


show the jobless rate for Ameri- 
can youths aged 16 to 19 was 13 
per cent last monlh, compared 
with the national unemployment 
rate of 3.9 per cent for all work- 
ers. 


Unemployment among Negro 


youths and other minority group 
youths has been running at 20 
per cent or more in the past 
year. 


Labor 
Department sources 


emphasized that no suggestion 
of a $1.25 or any lower hourly 
wage minimum for youth is con- 
tained so far in the study.

Day proclamation on Lept. 24, 
calling for citizens to honor

"I ask that special prayers for 


peace be offered for our men 
still involved in defending the 
Inalienable right of liberty; and 
for those whose memory we 
honor with a star of gold, let us 
pause in silent tribute on this 
Veterans Day, praying that they 
did not die in vain and that their 
sacrifices will bring us peace."

MANILA (AP) - Reports of 


violence poured in today as Fili- 
pinos voted for a president, vice 
president and members of Con- 
gress. It appeared that the num- 
ber 
of political killings had 


passed 50 since the campaign 
opened in June. 


The more than 30,000 Ameri- 


can servicemen and dependents 
in the Philippines were restrict- 
ed to their bases and their 
homes 
nearby 
until varying 


times Wednesday to avoid any 
impression that they were inter- 
fering in the election. 


National police held to their 


official figure of 32 political kill- 
ings 
in 
the 
campaign 
but 


conceded that late reports had; 
not been tabulated. The Evening 
News reported 36 killed since 
midnight, while the Philippines' 
Herald reported 19 killed in the 
last 50 hours. 


More than 50,000 police and 


troops were out on election 
duty. Violence is a part of every 
political campaign in the Philip- 
pines. More than 40 persons 
were killed in 1965 and about 100 
in 1967. 


The presidential candidates 


are 
President Ferdinand E. 


Marcos, 52, trying to become 
the first president to win re- 
election, and Sen. Sergio OKme- 
na Jr.,-52, son of a former pres- 
ident. 


Between 8 million and 9 mil- 


lion persons were expected to 
vote in the 59,903 precincts. Be- 
cause of poor communications 
with outlying islands, all re- 
turns will not be in for a num- 
ber of days. But officials hope 
enough will be in by Wednesday 
for them to gauge the outcome 
of the presidential and vice 
presidential races. 


Also at stake were eight of the 


24 Senate seats, all 110 seats in 
the House of Representatives 
and 319 municipal and provin- 
cial posts. 


Bomb Wave 
Hits N.Y.C. 
Skyscrapers 


NEW "YORK (AP) *. Bombs 


exploded in three Manhattan 
skyscrapers early torUy, slight- 
ly injuring one man and causing 
limited damage, 


About six hours later a news 


agency received an unsigned 
special delivery letter saying, 
"During this week of antiwar 
protest, we set off explosions in 
offices 
of Chase Manhattan, 


Standard Oil, and General Mo- 
tors." 


The letter, blaming "the giant 


corporations of America" foi 
the world's ills, was in the same 
literate, press release style of 
similar letters sent to news 
agencies after a bomb exploded 
outside Army and draft offices 
in the Manhattan federal build- 
ing last Sept. 19. 


Police said they were investi- 


gating the letter. 


The 
new blasts occurred 


about 1:05 a.m., minutes after 
telephoned warnings. The letter 
claiming responsibility for them 
bore two separate postmarks, 
one at 11:10 p.m. and another 
at 12:02 a.m. It was sent 
to United Press International. 


The blasts hit in the 70-story 


RCA Building in Rockefeller 
Center, the new 50-story Gener- 
al Motors Building at 59th Street 
and Fifth Avenue and the 60-sto- 
ry Chase Manhattan Building in 
the downtown financial district. 


The blast in the GM fojilding 


caught 
maintenance 
employe 


Joseph Brando, 26, of Brooklyn, 
in a freight elevator two floors 
away. His car plummeted six 
floors before it stopped and he 
managed to get out. He was not 
seriously injured. 


All of the blasts occurred in or 


near elevator shafts causing 
heavy local damage but no fire, 
all occurred at about 1:05 a.m. 
EST. All» could have been fatal 
'to anyone in the immediate 
area, officials said. 


First hint of the impending 


blasts came at 12:35 a.m. Police 
said a man telephoned the secu- 
rity police at the Chase Manhat- 
tan Building and warned:

Friend off Largest

NEW YORK (AP) - or, Hel- 


en Kim, who has devoted al* 
most her entire 70 years to help- 
ing Ewha University in Korea 
become one of the world's larg- 
est women's university, doesn't 
care to see it admit men, She's 
also not endorsing coed dormito- 
ries, 


"In Korea if anyone came out 


with 
that (coed dorms) we 


would question the sanity of that 
person's mind," said the educa- 
tor who is in this country rais- 
ing funds, 


"There is enough human ex- 


perience to tell us that close liv- 
ing quarters like dormitories 
should be separate at the col- 
lege age level. Living closely 
between the sexes might also be 
a distraction." 


"We may be wrong but we 


think some educators are going 
along with that idea because 
they have to, because the stu- 
dents are demanding it, not be- 
cause they want to."

miles north of Saigon, official 
sources reported today.

been killed, 75 


wounded, three armored person- 
nel carriers and four trucks 
have been destroyed and half a 
dozen 
American 
helicopters 


have been shot down. 


A total of 60 North Viet- 


namese troops were reported 
killed, but one officer said the 
kill ratio — four enemy dead to 
one South Vietnamese or U.S. 
soldier — "is substantially on 
the bad side." 


Most of the allied casualties 


have been Vietnamese tribes- 
men, mercenaries paid and led

troops. These are called Mobile 
Strike Force troops, and they 
form the bulk of nearly 1,000 
reinforcement troops who have 
been deployed around Bu Dop to 
counter a sizeable North Viet- 
namese buildup.

High Court 
Turns Down 
Demonstrator

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court has given tacit 
approval for campus police to 
arrest student demonstrators 
who- raise^,clamor on universji-' 
ty property to protest the Viet- 
nam war. ', 
,* 


But because the court did not 


set forth its views with the rul- 
ing Monday, the effect is likely 
to be limited. 


The court acted, by a 7-1 vote, 


in a case from Wisconsin where 
a student claimed the state's 
disorderly 
conduct 
law was 


being used to suppress his free- 
dom ofspeech. 


The student, Robert K. Zwick- 


er, had held over his head, out- 
side a University of Wisconsin 
placement office, a picture of a 
Vietnamese child seared with 
napalm. 
The 
university 
had 


turned the office over to the 
Dow Chemical Co., a napalm 
manufacturer, to conduct place- 
ment interviews. 


Zwicker was 
sentenced 
in 


Dane County circuit court in 
1967 to a fine of $100 or 30 days 
in jail. 


The high court, in dismissing 


his appeal, did not state any 
particular 
reason. The only 


thing else the court said was 
that: "Mr. Justice (William 0.) 
Douglas is of the opinion that 
probable jurisdiction should be 
noted." 


This meant that of the current 


eight justices, only Douglas felt 
Zwicker had made enough of an 
impression to warrant at least a 
hearing if not eventual reversal 
of his conviction and invalida. 
tion of the state law. 


The abruptness 
with which 


the court acted may indicate 
there is little sympathy among 
most of the justices for the kind 
of "free speech" claims raised 
by Zwickec. 


However, 
these 
deductions 


are shaky, at best, because the 
high court has the pesky habit 
of laying back and waiting for a 
similar case that presents the 
same issues in a sharper fesh» 
ion.

D.C. Judge 
Knocks Out 
Abortion Ian

WASHINGTON (AP) - A fed- 


eral Judge has struck dc-w a 
District of Columbia law ban- 
ning abortions performed by 
doctors and urged that his deci- 
sion be appealed quicklf to the 
Supreme Court, 


Should the high court uphold 


the rtiliflg, prohibitions; on aber* 
tion-some enacted a century 
ago-could come tumbling down 
in scores of states, 


U.S. District Court Judge Ger- 


hard A. Gessell's decision held 
Monday that a physician may 
not be prosecuted for perform* 
ing an abortion, 


Gessell ruled that the 1901 law 


banning abortions except when 
necessary to save a pregnant 
woman's life or health was so 
vague and indefinite as to be un- 
constitutional. 


Although his ruling delt most 


directly with the rights of a 
Washington doctor , accused of 
performing an illegal abortion, 
the Judge added: 


"There has been increasing 


indication in decisions of the Su- 
preme Court of the United 
States that as a secular matter, 
a woman's liberty and right of 
privacy extends to family, mar- 
riage and sex matters, and may 
well include the right to, remove 
an unwanted child, at least in 
the early stages of pregnancy." 


Since the law is a federal on' 


the ruling could be appealed di- 
rectly to the Supreme Court. 
Gessell also suggested that Con- 
gress might want to rewrite it, 
providing more concrete terms. 


The District of Columbia law 


is similar to laws in 40 states. A 
few states, of which Colorado 
was the first, have laws allow- 
ing doctors to perform abortions 
when pregnancy endangers a 
woman's physical >or mental 
health, or wflen caused> rape 
or Incest.

That position is embodied in a 


model law prepared by the 
American Medical Association 
and was brought before a num- 
ber of state legislatures this 
year.
